New Juvenile Crime Campaign 


CommiUee on Youth and 
Jiigtice Formed by Union 
of 2 Delinquency Groups 


John 0. Rockefeller 3d, who tins 
Jxjade field trips of Inspection to 
penitentiaries and other centers dinr- 
ing the last seven years as a mem- 
ber of the Gomrhittee on juvenile de- 
linquency of the Bureau for Men 
and Boys, has been appointed chau*- 
man of an expanded commit tee for 
the study of the prevenUon of 
crimes by youth, it was announced 
yesterday. 

The new group, known as the 
Gommittee on Vputh and Justice, 
has been formed by merging tbte 
juvenile delinquency committee of 
the Bureau for Men and Boys and 
the similar committee of the Gharity 
Organization Society. The group ai- 
ready is functioning with ofnees at 
105 East Twenty -second Street. The 
offices were opened on June 1, It 
was said. 

The committee will have as its 
objective to add to “existing knowl- 
edge in the field’' of juven'ie de- 
Ijnqueneyy and to ^‘belp with the 
promotion of new ideas and methods 
of treatment." it was announced by 
Gommunity Service Society of Kew 
York, whose board of trustees set 
up the committee. This society was 
formed last month by the merger of 
the Charity Organization Society 
and the New York Association for 
Improving the Condition of the 
Poor. 

The^ Other members of the com- 
mittee* are Edward L. Richards and 
Danforth Geer jr., who were asso- 
ciated with Mr. Rockefeller on the 
Bureau for Men and Boys commit- 
tee. and Andre Maximov. 

The committee’s executive staff 
includes Leonard V. Harrison, former 
direetor of the Bureau of Social 
! Hygiene, Who has made extensive 
researches On delinquency and other 
: social problems; George M. Hall- 
wachs, director of the Bureau for 
Men and Boys, and Jack H. Stipe, 
who w’as in charge of the Charity 
: Organization Society’s delinquency 
work. 

As chairman of the Juvenile dellTi- 
quency committee of the Bureau lor 
Men and Boys, Mr . RockefeUer, sinc« 
has made held trips of Inspec- 
tion to Sing Sing, the Tombs, 
old penitentiary on Welfare Island 
and reformatories at Warwielt, 
Hampton Farms and Randan’s lis- 
land- Last May the work of his com- 
mittee was summed up in a book, 
“Youth in the Toils, by Leonard V. 
Harrison and Pryor McNeill Grant, 
W ^c4e“"#wd irectly drew public atten-

tipn for the hrst time to Mr. Rocke- 
feller's work in the held. 

Stanley P. Davies, executive direc- 
x)r of the Gommunity Service So- 
ciety of New York, in aniiouncing the 
new committee yesterday, drew at- 
tention to the recommendations 
tnade by the book : that a new court 
Ifnown as the Delinquent Minor 
Court, or Youth Court, be created ■ 
that the determination of guilt and 
the determination of treatment be 
separate fun ct ions, and that the diS- 
pGsitiOn of offenders be based upon 
a diagnostic examination by experts. 

Mr, Davies said that the proposals 
of “Youth in the Toils’' would be 
"an important factor*’ in deiermm- 
:ing the program of the new com- 
:nittee. 

Mr. Davies said that the Gom- 
munity Service Society of New York, 
;i family welfare agency, had ap- 
pointed the Committee bn Youth 
and Justice in behalf of deiiftquents 
"because our studies have shown that 
ilelinquency in its origin is essen- 
tially a family problem." 

“Despite: some real advances in 
:he understanding and treatment of 
^vhe problems of delinquency, " he 
said, “We are still In a stage of eom- 
i:>aratlve unenllghtenmen t in our 
liandllng of delinquents in relation 
%o the progress we have made, for 
example, in the field of health.”

Although one does not deslire to beooae an aXanaistf it Is 
believed that oonsidemtion should be given the proper action to be 
taken in the event a kidnaping or an attaapted iddmpli^ should occur. 

Past escperiet^ has proved that oftentioes a kidnaping 
investigation and the retuni of the vlotia is aat^rially hanpered 
by p«Kmltting too aany persoiw to loam of the kidraping imodiately 
foUcwing its ocouxrenee. A safe return of the vie tin oftentiaes 
depends x:pon the assurance to the kidnapers that law aiforoenant agencies 
have not been advised. It is readily understood that news of a kidnaping 
travels rapidly in a s:hort period of tisse finds its way into the 
newspapers w l e ss all infosnaation pertaining to tte criise is closely 
guarded. It is therefore suggested that the servants be Instmcted that 
In event such an eaergeaBy siwjuld arl8e« only the Imaediate family 
is to be notified. It is fUrthar suggested that if sudi an «aergency 
should occur when you are not available that jmr fhaily coaiaunlcat® 
with Mr. Kenneth Chorley wiio,, I believe, is thoroughly capable of repre- 
sonting the family until micli time as you nay return. A telephone call 
should be aado iran®diately to the Federal Bureau of Imrestlgatlon in 
Washington, D. C», or our Heir "XoBric Glty Office, acivising of the known 
details of the case. If a ransQm note is received, no outsider should be 
advised of its contonts, and it should not be handled foUwing siich

Fcd3L0«ing the receipt of infonaation indicating a kidnaping 
has occurred, this Bureau will instruct an official to lEssedtately pro- 
ceed. to your home and be of erery assistance possible in effecting tJa® 
safe return of the ▼ictim. It is to be realised that not until such 
time as the "rictim is refumsd or idiils there is any possibility of 
his safe return irtH an open investigation be condxKsted or ary other 
action taJcen which may jec^pardiBe toe wietia’s life or safety. 

As a positive sieans of Idsntlficatiai, it Is suggested that 
consideration be given to the fingerprlntii:® of all messbers of the family 
as well as aH doosestlc eEployees* It is found to be highly desirable 
to firigorprint dcxaestic ®m]3layses so that their prints my be available 
for elimination in the event they should reoeive or l^dle a ransoBi letter. 
In this particular case it would also be possible to ascertain whether 
any of the dotas stic eEgrloyees have a known ciiBinal record. No doubt the 
regifLar family servants ha-^re been kncsm over a considerable period of 
time, Jlowever, vtoan opening a new home, it may be necessaiy to en^jlty 
new servants about idicni little is knoBn. 

If it is deemed derirable to fing^prlnt the family and servantsi 
arrangaBents will be aada to have an Agent of tid.a Bureau proceed to
